The way in which these firms are falling 
inte line in the limitation of output is, 
in one sense, a silver lining to the present 
cloud of depression, Short time has many 
disadvantages, both for the industry an1 
the workers. The leaders of the industry 
do not like it; for it means:the mainten- 
ance. of practically the same overhead 
charges—such as office staff, salaries, rent, 
rates, taxes, etc.—with a smaller output 
of goods. 

But over-production, with a certainty of 
being compelled to sell goods under cost, 
would be a much greater evil, and might 
easily lead to a total collapse. Unfortu- 
nately, it has not been possible 'to meet 
the present situation entirely by 
systematic short time, with the result 
that, in order to secure less production, 
many spindles and looms have had to be 
stopped and the workers put upon un- 
employment benefit, or, as it is more 
generally known, “ the dole.’’ 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The effect of this can be realised to 
some extent by a study of the unemploy 
ment figures. Over a year ago, when the 
linen industry was slowly, but steadily, 
struggling back to prosperity after the 
1920 ‘‘slump,”’ the number of un- 
employed in Northern Ireland was be- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000, and to-day the 
figure is 52,000. 

While the depression in the shipbuild- 
ing industry is responsible for some of the 
increase, the greater portion is due to the 
refiewed “ slump ” in the linen industry, 
which set in before Easter. When the 
Northern Government took over the 
Labour Exchanges four years ago the 
number of unemployed was 60,000. 

It was estimated by the Minister cS 
Labour that, if unemployment wer* 
brought down to 30,000, the weekly drain 
upon the unemployment fund would be 
balanced by the amount received in con- 
tributions and the Government grant. 
Any reduction below that figure would 
tend to reduce the amount of the loan to 
the Unemployment Fund, which is at 
present around three millions sterling, 
and steadily increasing. 

STATE ASSISTANCE. 

There are complaints in some quarters 
that the Northern Government has not 
done anything to mitigate the position in 
the linen industry. It is generally known 
that the Government has been endeavour- 
ing to get the Unemployment Fund in 
Northern Ireland re-amalgamated with 
the British Fund, but no direct assist- 
ance, except for linen research, has been 
given to the linen industry upon similar 
lines as that given to the shipbuilding 
industry through the Trade Facilities Act, 
where Government credit has been made 
available, and low interest rates secured 
for new capital works,

SOFIA, Saturday. 

There have been several disturbing events 
during the past forty-eight hours. Five 
or six bands, numbering froim five to forty 
Communists and extreme Agrarians, are 
developing great. activity more or less in 
the midlands of Bulgaria. The bands are 
well armed, and the work of “ roundiag 
them up” involves the use of some 
thousands of soldiers. Near Tatar Pazar- 
jik, the men who attempted to assassinate 
the King form part of the band, and 
there the chase is particularly hot. 

At Kazanlik there was a mutiny of a few 
soldiers. Five Communists enrolled in the 
army with the intention of causing dis- 
affection among the soldiers. It is believed 
that the situation is under control, as the 
local commander has taken rigorous 
measures. 

Yesterday another motor boat, the Out- 
rin, from Russia, was captured near Varna. 
The crew of eight are stated to have been 
in possession of foreign passports. 

On one of those arrested incriminating 
documents were found. 

Coastguards report the presence of other 
mysterious craft along the coast, but lack 
of seaplanes has prevented the authorities 
from following them. 

The secret police have received informa- 
tion that several outrages and acts of 
sabotage have been planned, notably an 
attack on the Simplon-Orient express 
between Plovdiv (Philippopolis) and Sofia, 
with’ the object of taking money from 
passengers, 

It is understood that the Allied, repre- 
sentatives here have informed tHe Bul- 
garian Government that no prolongation 
beyond May 31 of the permission to. main- 
tain thirteen thousand extra troops can 
be conceded, 

I understand that the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment does not desire to maintain all the 
15,000 men, but would like to maintain 
at least half that number until the end 
of June.

On behalf of the President, an official state- 
ment calls attention to the present law deal- 
ing with the settlement of the AC $ debt, 
This law was cnacted for funding thé British 
debt, and provided specifically the terms and 
rate of interest Covering the settlement. . 

Under this law the American Commission 
has no power to grant France any terms that 
were not allowed to Great Britain. If 
France obtains easier terms, it will be neces- 
sary for the. Debt..Commission tg place the 
matter before the United States Congress 
and obtain new legislation. At the same time 
it is pointed out that, perhaps; France would 
be unable to meet her obligations now on the 
same basis as did Great Britain, because it 
would mean an annual payment of thirty 
million sterling or more to the United States. 

Therefore, the chiei hope of the American 
Government appears to be to reach some 
agreement for settlement rather than pushing 
for payments immediately.

41 MEN KILLED. 
BERLIN, Saturday. 


A terrific explosion occurred to-day in Pit 
five of the Dortsfeld mine, near Dortmund, 
and subsequently spread to Pits two and 
three. 

Of the 289 miners working in Pit two, 99 
men, inclnding 14 injured, had returned to 
the surface by the evening; while of the 238 
men working in Pit three, 194, including 
four injured, have come to the surface. 

A later telegram states :—It ‘is announced 
from Dortmund that all the bodies of the 
men killed in the Dortsfeld mine have now 
heen recovered. The death roll amounts to 
41. Twenty-seven men were injured, in- 
cluding four badly hurt. “The mine is now 
clear.

Perfect summer weather prevailed over 
the greater part of England and Scotland 
during the week-end. The thermometer 
rose to 80 in the shade in London on 
Saturday, the highest temperature in the 
sun. being 130. Many parts of England 
enjoyed eleven to twelve hours of sun- 
shine on Saturday. The heat wave gave 
rise to a number of thunderstorms, mainly 
in the South and East of England, but the 
thundery conditions did not affect the Lon- 
don area. 

The maximum temperature in Dublin on 
Saturday was 59, and it rained without 
cessation from 6 a.m. until the early hours 
of Sunday morning. There was not a

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solitary gleam of sunshine throughout the 
day. Yesterday's maximum temperature, 
with an easterly breeze, was only 55, but 
there was no raán after sunrise, although 
the day generally was overcast, the occa- 
sional gleams of sunshine totalling only 
two and -s-half hours. It was raining 
heavily at three o clock this morning. 

Conditions in Great Britain yesterday were 
again very bright, and some long spells of 
sunshine were recorded. Hastings and Dover- 
court had twelve hours of sunshine, and 
virtually all the health resorts in this area 
had between eleven and twelve hours. Tem- 

ratures were generally two or three degrees 
ower than on Saturday. The highest tem 
peratures recorded were 77 at Kensington 
Palace and South Farnborough, 76 at Kew 
and Tunbridge Wells, 75 at Croydon and at 
Bridlington.

CONFLICTING AIR CURRENTS. 


Ireland came under the influence of a 
shallow cyclonic disturbance which originated 
in the Atlantic, while Great Britain was 
affected by a flow of hot, dry air from the 
Continént. A slow drift of the cool, moist 
Atlantic air came into contact with the warm 
current in the South and West of England, 
and led to dense fog and thundery conditions 
in various districts. 

In parts of the London area it was impos- 
sible to see more than thirty yards at six 
o'clock on Saturday morning, but as the sun 
gained power the mist dispersed. Locally, 
especially on the South and West coasts, the 
fog lingered all day, and, in consequence of 
the absence of sunshine, low temperatures 
ruled. At 2 p.m. the temperature at Pem- 
broke was oniy 50, and in the Scilly Isles 52, 
or 30 lower than in London. 

Sharp thunderstorms, accompanied by 
heavy rain and hail, occurred on the South 
coasts, and in Kent, Essex and Lincolnshire. 
Thunderstorms were numerous in Scotland 
during Saturday night. Heavy falls of rain, 
however, were confined to the extreme North, 
Lerwick and Stornoway being particularly un- 
fortunate. 

KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 

During a heavy thunderstorm which passed 
over the Horncastle, Lincolnshire, district at 
five o'clock on Saturday afternoon lightning 
struck a house in the village of Mareham-le- 
Fen and killed a man named Keller Ashton, 
a stonemason, aged 60, who was sitting ‘n 
his kitchen when the lightning struck the 
chimney, ripped open the side of the house 
and set it on fire. Villagers, on putting out 
the fire, found Ashton's body. Damage was 
aiso done by a short, but violent thunder- 
storm which occurred at North Walsham, near 
Norwich, en Saturday.

The Times in a leading article says ;— 
In the light of his recent utterances, the 
victory of Mr. C. R. Das at the Bengal Pro- 
vincial Congress at Faridpur may fairly be 
described as a success for the more moderate 
elements in the Bengal Swarajist Party., It 
is, of course, unfortunate that his offer of co- 
operation should have been accompanied by 
the threat of ultimate civil disobedience 
should’ the Government remain irresponsive 
to his appeal. The sword is hardly compatible 
with the olive branch. Still, if his addresses 
and manfestoes have not been altogether 
happily worded, much of their matter is un- 
exceptionable. For the first time the leader 
of the Bengal Swarajists has made a friendly 
gesture to the Government. 

Assuming that the offer made: at Patna and 
ecnfirmed at Faridpur is not a mere tactical 
ran@uvre, the success of the conversations 
to which it must in that case lead will largely 
depend. on the readiness. of the Swarajists, 
and particularly in Bengal, to accept the. 
mairitenance of the present Dyarchial system 
until 1929. Such recognition of a necessarily 
transitional system of government would not 
bind them to accept any more than it would 
bind the Government of India to advocate its 
perpetuation. To the imperfections . of 
dyarchy—some inevitable, others removable-— 
the report of the Reforms Inquiry Committee 
has given abundant testimony. But with 
mutual goodwill and with a, modification of 
practice within the Act of 1919 much more 
might be made of the present form of Govern- 
ment. The versions’ of the terms offered by 
Mr. Das which have reached this country 
suggest that he is prepared to accept the fact 
of dyarchy and hopes that his party, on 
assuming office in ngal, after a general 
election which they calculate will go “ accord- 
ing to plan,” will so gnecessfully administer 
the province as to qualify it for a further 
grant of antonomy. 

If Mr. Das proves to have made what is 
“known as a “firm offer,’’ certain anxieties will 
be relieved, and even though early or com- 
plete agreement prove impossible, his action 
may at least dispel some of the clouds which 
have lowered too long over the fair and 
populous Province of Bengal.

Board. That is precisely the method now re- 
commended by Senor Palacios, and there is

It may be, 
as Sir Basil Clarke—sometime Director of Pub- 
licity in Dublin Castle—remarked at Belfast 
last Friday, that the tourist development 
movement 3s to make the beginning of a new 
chapter.in the relations between North and 
South. If so, it will have done far more than 
all the commissions of a century. The Tourist 
Development Associations of Northern and 
Southern Ireland have an opportunity of giv- 
ing splendid service to their common coun- 
try.

EFFICIENCY. 

The tour was a striking evidence of the” 
thoroughness for which the Ulster Tourist As- 
sociation is already noted.

What favourable reactions that event would 
have in other directions can be readily 
imagined. 

Both organisations have made an excellent 
start with their programmes for the present 
year. The Ulster Association 's activities ex- 
tend to anywhere and everywhere in the 
province. It has ‘‘ organised”’ virtually 
every local body and hotel-keeper . in 
Northern Ireland, and is extraordinarily effi- 
cient. To the people of the South 1 can 
with an easy conscience say that “ the seeker 
of peaceful days’ can do no better than 
visit Northern Ireland, there “to be as- 
sured,” as the guide book truthfally says, 
“of a welcome which will empress and re- 
main in the realm of happy memories.”
